As the two great wars of this 

' wentury move gradually out of me- 
mory and into the pages of history 
books, our annual Remembrance 

Day recurs with alarming rapidity, 

for the veteran. 

There was nothing “great” about 
either of those wars, except for 
their size. Yet, the old sweats call 
their war the Great War, and the 
middle-aged sweats have to settle 
for the title World War II. 

The name of the day has been 
changed from: Armistice Day to 
Remembrance Day. A good change. 
But I'm glad they haven't changed 
the date. November 11th is an ideal 
time to remember. It's usually cold, 
wet and gloomy. Even the skies 

. eem to weep at the folly of man. 

It’s difficult to conceive of hear- 
ing those hallowed cliches: “fallen 
comrades”; “In Flanders fields the 
poppies grow . . .”; At the going 
down of the sun, and in the morn- 
ing, we shall remember them . . Flin 
“lest we forget . . ."; on a hot day 
in July. ee 

But I'm not being sardonic when 
“¥ refer to hallowed cliches. They are 
cliches, but they are also hallowed, 
and they mean a great deal to the 
men — and many women — who 
gather once a year to remember 
that the cream of Canadian young 

in two generations, was skim- 
med off by a brutal fate on faraway 
fields. é 

It's hard to believe in these days 
of the burning of draft cards, of 
draft dodging, that in those two 
great wars, Canadians went not 

_only willingly, but in most cases 
eagerly, to fight in a war 3,000 
miles away, against an unknown 
enemy, for hazy reasons. 

At least, with hindsight, the 
reasons were hazy. But at the time, 
they were crystal clear. The Kaiser 
was out to destroy British Empire. 
Good enough. Hitler was out to 
@tomp across the civilized world in 
jack-boots. Clear. Let’s stop the 
sods, 

We didn't fight to subdue anyone, 
as the Russians, Germans, Japs, 
Italians have done. We weren't out 
te conquer new territories. We were 
out to prevent someone from sub- 
duing us, or conquering our terri- 
tory. 

In both wars, there was a min- 
ority. who “joined up” for less than 
heroic reasons: to get away from a 
nagging wife; to avoid the law; to 
escape a boring job. But in the first 
great war, Canadians literally flock- 
ed to the colours, swamping recruit- 
ing offices. 

In that war, they showed a dash 
and elan and fortitude, once in 
action, that made them respected 
throughout Europe, and especially 
among the enemy. 

And in the second, despite the) 
disillusion of the depression, despite 
the cynicism of the Thirties — per- 
haps the most anti-war generation 
of this century —- they did it again. 
And once again they proved them- 
selves, beyond a doubt, as doughty 
warriors on land, sea and in the air. |

That's why I feel 
a certain pity for the conscripts of 
the so-called free world, in these 
days, They are forced to go to war 
against an unknown enemy, for 
something they don't believe in, 
amidst an atmosphere of corruption 
and downright lies. 


To all veterans: don't remember 
the blood and mud and sweat and 
brutality and fear. Just remember 
all the good times and the good 
friends. You'll never have them 
again.

The process of preparing dn of- 
ficial plan apd restricted area by- 
laws is a long one. Normally, the 
official plan is completed first, This 
involves a detailed examination in- 
to almost All dspects of an area. Its 
physical features, its industries, 
farms, roads, water resources, land 
use, etc. are inventoried and the 
information analyzed. When satis- 
fied that the planning area is 
“known”, planning policy is est- 
ablished based on good planning 
practices, the information gathered, 
and most important - on the desires 
of the people living in the area. 

After completion of the policies 
of an official plan, the implement- 
ing document, the restricted area 
by-law can be presented. The town- 
ships in the Hastings Coupty Plan- 
ning Area have the option of wait- 
ing until the completion of the 
Official Plan before getting their re- 
stricted area by-law or.in the mean- 
time, having a temporary “interim” 
by-law based on existing land use 
only. This interim by-law restricts 
use to whatever is existing and ap- 


for any changes of land use zones. 
This interim by-law will be amend- 
ed, as required, to conform to the 
Official Ulan when it is completed. 


In the Coynty of Hastings Plan- 


Totten Sims Hubicki have been en- 
gaged to prepare the Official Plan 
and Restricted Area’ By-laws. At 
the present time, they are involved 
.in gathering information and study- 
ing the County. One of the most 
important tools for “knowing” the 
area is the land use survey, The 
land use survey has been in pro- 
gress since August of this year and 
will be continuing until at least the 
end of November. 


Later on in the planning program, 
the people of Hastings County will 
be asked to get involved in the 
planning of their area.

The survey was 
requested by Council because it felt that there 
was a shortage of housing for sale and rent and 
that this shortage would be accentuated by af 
influx of new high school teachers required to 
Staff the soon-to-be-enlargéd high schoo! here, 

As a result of the survey, it was recommended 
that there is no apparent need for the develop- 


ment of Ontario Housing for families in Madoc. 


Because wf the high proportion of Senior Citizens 
here, it was recommended that the Village Coun- 
cil give consideration to requesting a survey to 
assess the demand for Ontario Housing Senior 
Citizens units, thereby providing suitable rental 
units for the elderly at rents they could afford 
and vacating homes for families. 

In March of '69 Council passed, a resolution to 
request the 0.H.C. to conduct a survey to deter- 
mine the need and effective demand for senior 
citizen housing here.

Some provinces may require a 
drivers license or have regulation on 
the age of an operator who can leg- 
ally cross the roadway. Again, we 
suggest thorough knowledge of 
local regulations. 

If you are travelling with a com- 
panion, it is always added safety 
insurance to have one person watch 
for traffic while the other person 
crosses with the showmobile. 

DO — Dress warmly. Snowmobile

And since your 
feet don’t move much, and-are often 
encased in snow, warm, waterproof 
boots are a must. Don't forget 
warm, specially designed mitts, 
either. 

DO — A trailer carries far more 
than you can. On safari, it should 
carry snowshoes for each person, 
extra fuel, emergency rations, a 
first aid kit, flares, a knife, and 
waterproof matches. 

DO — Travel with extreme caut- 
ion in unknown areas. Watch ahead 
for barbwire fences, especially in 
areas of poor visibility. Again, we 
suggest following marked trails 
which have been provided for your 
convenience, A trailblazer symbol, 
which denotes snowmobile trails, 
protects against getting lost.
